1. Location — geographic terrain
2. flame/ember-resistant building design
3. fuel management (defensible space)



There is no one answer to reducing fire risk

Summary: You must address the entire fire risk
eqguation.

't is not just about managing vegetation.
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Choosing where you live makes a
difference. Homes on slopes and hilltops
are in the path of a wildfire.
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In a wildfire, wind blown embers catch most
homes on fire.




Wind picks up the small burning vegetation
which is called embers




Embers can blow up to a mile or more in front
of the fire.

During a wildfire, firefighters want you to follow
evacuation orders.

Voluntary and Mandatory are
used to describe evacuation
orders.



Evacuation Orders for Sonoma and Napa came at
night when the electricity was out and cell phone
towers were down.

Can you escape in the dark?



If Evacuation is a possibility Cal Fire
recommends these steps:

= Locate your Evacuation Checklist and place
the 1tems in your vehicle.

= Park your vehicle facing outward and carry
your car keys with you.

= Locate your pets and keep them nearby.

= Prepare farm animals for transport.

= Place connected garden hoses and buckets full
of water around the house.

= Move propane BBQ appliances away from
structures.

= Cover-up. Wear long pants, long sleeve shirt,
heavy shoes/boots, cap, dry bandanna for face
cover, goggles or glasses. 100% cotton is
preferable.

= Leave lights on in the house - door unlocked.
= LLeave windows closed - air conditioning off.

Make two types of emergency Kkits.




Go Kits are
supplies each family member can carry if you must
leave your home.




Go Kit order of importance

1 'TR\A‘ People and pets. Water, food & 1 set of clothes.

Papers, phone numbers
and important documents.

Prescriptions, medications
and eyeglasses.

Pictures and irreplaceable
memorabilia.

Personal computers/tablets,
USBs, phones etc.

Plastic (credit cards,
ATM cards) and cash.




Disaster Supply Kits have 5 days of supplies if a
disaster does not allow you to leave your home.

Before using fire outside, know if it is a burn

All burning is prohibited in any device when
pollution is forecast to exceed 35 micrograms
0011 8] per cubic meter. It is illegal to burn any solid fuel,
including wood, manufactured logs and pellets.

STAGE 2
ALL BURNING

>35 ug/m?

It is illegal to burn when pollution is forecast to

be 32-35 micrograms per cubic meter unless EPA
certified fireplace inserts or stoves, or pellet stoves
are used, and they do not emit visible smoke.

Burning is discouraged when pollution is forecast
to be 26-31 micrograms per cubic meter. The AQMD
asks you to voluntarily not burn.
